EDMONTON VS PARRY SOUND. 
James Bell who came from Parry Sound with 
the colony in the spring of last year is one of 
the many members of that colony who are well 
satisfied with the change made and with the 
Edmonton district generally. He gave the 
BULLETIN his opinions and experiences on the 
subject as follows: On his arrival early in 
April of 1892, he spent some time looking for a 
location and afterwards hired on the farm of R. 
McKernan. This farm had 40 acres in oats 
and barley which yielded 3,000 bushels of grain. 
As to the quality of the grain, seamless sacks 
which would hold two bushels or two anda 
quarter bushels of oats in Parry Sound would 
hold three and a quarter bushels of oats by 
weight from the thresher here. Eleven acres of 
barley yielded 700 bushels. All the wheat in 
the settlement was not good last year, but 
Henry Quebec of the Parry Sound colony had 
good wheat, W. Walker whose farm is near 
where most of the Parry Sound colony located had 
good wheat which he sold at the roller mill for 
65 cents a bushel, about ten cents a bushel over 
the highest Manitoba price at that time, the 
mill giving the local farmer the benefit of the 
freight rate from Manitoba. Oats in the fall 
were worth 20c to 25c. They are worth 50c 
now. Barley was worth 20c to 25c in the fall 
and is also worth 50 cents now. Henry Quebec 
had four acres of potatoes last season the crop 
from which he sold at 80 cents a bushel. Some 
of the cattle which Mr. Bell fed last winter 
were sold this spring for beef to be exported to 
British Columbia at $3.60 per hundred live 
weight. These cattle were fattened on marsh 
hay and a little chopped feed, and spent the 
winter in open sheds and yards, none of them 
being stabled. As to the country being frosty, 
low flat landsmay be subject to frost, but high 
clear ground is less subject to frost than the 
Parry Sound district. Wheat grows much 
better here than in Parry Sound. As to the 
danger of the market being overstocked, Mr. 
Bell says he would much rather live in @ coun- 
try where the farmer could grow more stuff 
than he could get rid of than in a country in 
which the farmers could not grow enough to 
live on. It will be noticed in this connection 
that Mr. Bell has been working since he came 
to Edmonton. Doing something to help him- 
self and not expecting the country to help him 
whether he would or not. It will be found on 
investigation that nearly every one who comes 
to this district and follows this course is well 
satistied with the results attained and with his 
prospects. It is those who expect somebody 
else to do the working who are dissatisfied.
